Moscow In Bad 
Financial Condition’ 


Translation from the “Journal Des 
Fabricantes De Sucre,” ifternation- 
ally known busihess journal of Paris, 
July 1. 


RUSSIA 


It is reported that Moscow has 
bought a considerable amount of 
sugar from Java. It is unquestion- 
ably true that at all times a lot. of 
reports emanate from Russia, but we 
have no confirmation from a serious 
source to the effect that they have 
made any important purchases of 
sugar. We have, on the other hand, 
heard of 50,000 tons negotiated in 
Poland. It is always possible that the 
Soviet delegation in London have once 
again been able to accomplish such 
an operation for their always ‘exists 
in the different commercial centres 


handied negotiations ofsuch matters. 
That ‘is, they accept 12 months notes 
and even longer ones, against a tre- 
mendous discount of from 40 to 50 
per cent. These individuals, almost 
all of them Jews, naturally have more 
or less intimate acquaintance with 
the members of the Soviet commer- 
cial delegations. 

Litvinov, (who, by the way, is well 
known in Paris, since in 1908 he was 
arrested, accused of receiving Russian 
bank bills stolen from Tiflis following 
a terrible crime which occasioned at 
least 35 deaths), has made great ef- 
forts to have the British market re- 
opened to Russian exports. A most 
important question, for without this 
vast field into which their goods may 
be dumped, Moscow is on the verge 
of a complete financial disaster. We 
quote one of our contemporaries: 
"The Soviet market for consumption 
can only be of use insofar as the 
Soviet capacity for payment will per- 
mit, Let us recall the principal‘ data 
which concerns this problem. In 
spite of all their efforts towards de- 
veloping their exports, at least to the 
point of raising them to the level of 
their imports, there ever has been a 
great diminution of exports (699 mil- 
lion rubles in 1932 as against 1,105,- 
000 in 1931). The U. 8S. 8. R. cannot 
eliminate the existing deficits in their 
commercial balance which amount to 
approximately 500 million gold rubles 
for the period 1928-1932. This has re- 
sulted in an ever increasing commer- 
cial indebtedness. The commercial 
debt of the U. 8S. 8S. R. at the begin- 
ning of the current year was about 
1,300 million gold rubles. . That is, 17 
billion francs, of which approximately
